MEETINGS HELD 


International exchange of publications 


A Meeting of Experts on the International Exchange of Publications 
was held in Paris from February 6th to 10th, 1956. Present were 13 experts, 
5 assistants and 4 observers, of which Mr. Hamel represented the FID. The 
Committee was of the opinion that a new international agreement should 
replace the Brussels convention of 1886; it should take account of the many 
other arrangemen‘s now in force and the growing importance of non-official 
material. Separate consideration was thought necessary for official and 
non-official publications. 


Official publications 


Exchange should not apply to confidential documents. Exchange be- 
tween one state and another should be the subject of a bilateral agreement. 
The exchange body should be the national exchange service, or, if non- 
existent, an authority provided with powers to command the material 
required. Bilateral agreements should afford reciprocal treatment. The 
government should bear the transportation costs. The list of publications 
exchanged should be drawn up by agreement between the governments, 
revision should be negotiated between the exchanging bodies. Publications 
available for exchange should as such be indicated in any list of officia! 
publications. 


Non-official pubilcations 


Each state should promote agreements for the exchange of cultural, 
scientific and technical publications (books, periodicals, photocopies etc.) 
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as between both governmental and non-governmental institutions. In each 
country should exist a service to facilitate the exchange of publications. 
The duties of the exchange centres should be: to promote and facilitate the 
exchange, to co-ordinate the activities of institutions which have arranged 
agreements (these should supply information to the exchange centres of 
these agreements) and to have information concerning publications of their 
countries available for exchange. The Committee agreed that complete 
centralization would be unsuitable in countries where considerable delega- 
tion of powers and functions to ensure flexibility was essential. 


Other questions studied 


The preparation of complete national bibliographies, and also specia- 
lized ones, is essential for a successful exchange. National exchange centres 
should be developed. Unesco should continue action to secure the mos* 
favourable postal and customs facilities; exchange material should be 
exempted from customs duties. 


VISITS RECEIVED 


Mr. Forsmann of the Royal Blue Print Company in SanFrancisco, 
visited the General Secretariat on May 11th, 1956, to receive information 
on special document reproduction methods and literature on his subject. 


Dr. Vernon D. Tate of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, USA, 
visited the General Secretariat on May 11h, 1956, to discuss various docu- 
ment reproduction questions. 


Mr. J. A. Teyinck and Mr. E. W. Westenberg of the Dutch standar- 
dization body, Hoofdcommissie voor de Normalisatie in Nederland (HCNN), 
visited the General Secretariat on May 5 and May 17, 1956. The HCNN 
has been charged by the ISO Committee for Index Cards for Standards 
(CICS) to prepare a trilingual guide to the Universal Decimal Classifica- 
tion. This abbreviated table should give guidance in the choice of the right 
number and uniform application of the UDC. For detailed classification of 
standards the new trilingual edition and the complete editions of the UDC 
should be consulted. The General Secretariat compared the text with the 
official manuscript of the UDC.

MISCELLANEOUS 


Copyright in British libraries 


The Copyright Bill now passing through the House of Lords frees 
certain non-profit libraries from the fear of prosecution for infringement 
of copyright when they photocopy current material. The text of the Bill 
has been considered by Aslib, the Library Association and the Standing 
Conference of National and University Libraries. (Aslib Information, no.

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Aslib Working Party on Documentary Reproduction 


Aslib has set up a Working Party on Documentary Reproduction with 
Mr. C. L. Hanrott as Chairman. At its first meeting the question of ’small 
area copying’ was discussed. It was sugested that a compact device, per- 
haps with a maximum copyable area of 6” X 4” of 5” X 3”, for the speedy 
reproduction of entries in bibliographies, abstracts and items in book- 
sellers’ lists, would be useful for librarians. 


Microcard Foundation 

The Microcard Foundation has moved from Middletown, Conn., to 
Madison, Wisconsin, and is now under the direction of Mr. Thompson 
Webb, Jr., the director of the University of Wisconsin Press. 


National Bureau of Standards 


The U.S. National Bureau of Standards announces the establishment 
of a new section, Applications Engineering, in the Data Processing Divi- 
sion. It is concerned with the systematic analysis of functions which in- 
volve extensive data processing in such areas as accounting, inventory 
control, logistics, production control, data or document retrieval and ma- 
nagement and economic analysis. Other responsibilities include research 
in new areas of applicability of data processing systems, new techniques 
for analysis of data processing problems and new methods and procedures 
for more efficient handling of information. Mr. S. N. Alexander will serve 
as Acting Chief.
